House Passes Jobless as 


WASHINGTON. — The House 
this week passed and sent to the 
Senate a bill giving peacetime vet 
erans the same unemployment 
compensation rights as federal ci- 
Vilian employees. 

The measure, HR-11630, which 
amends the Veterans Readjustment 
Assistance Act of 1952, has been 
sent to the Senate Finance com- 
mittee for upper house action. 

The bill applies to veterans with 
more than 90 days continuous 
service. 


It would cover about 
peacetime ex-GiIs ‘who are sched- 
uled for discharge in fiscal years 
1958 and 1959 and an additional 
600,000 annually for the following 
three years. They are not covered 
by any unemployment insurance 
legislation under -present law.

WASHINGTON. Nearly 700 
more public housing units were 
identified as substandard this week 
by the Army, bringing to a total of 
7,017 living quarters whose soldier 
occupants will receive cheaper 
rents and refunds. 

Thus, Army housing officials met 
a June 30 deadline by approving all 
of the 7,017 units for occupancy for

WASHINGTON — Enlisted men 
are going to get a belt, financially 
speaking. 

A regulation (Cir. 670-27) has 
been issued by the Army. setting 
forth the schedule for wear by all 
enlisted men in the, active -Army 
and Reserve components, of a black 
web waist belt. They cost 25 cents 
apiece.

Air Force 
Skills Are 


Weighted 


By BRUCE CALLANDER 


The Air Force’s skills test pro- 
gram is tied indirectly into its 
promotion system. Airmen are 
neither required to pass the tests 
for promotion to all grades nor is 
passage an automatic, key to pro- 
motion, 

It works like this: A basie air- 
man (recruit) is automatically pro- 
moted to A/3C (E-2) at the end 
of basic training or within about 
three months unless there is some 
special reason he should not be. 
He may make this grade while still 
holding the lowest (helper level) 
skill. 

With completion of basic tech- 
nical training or on-the-job train- 
ing (if he does not go to tech 
school), he will normally go to 
the semi-skilled level (three-level 
AFSC — Air Force specialty code). 
Test for this level is the Air Force 
Job Knowledge Test. 

* * * 

USUALLY a three-level skill is 
required for promotion to A/2C 
(E-3). At these levels, the airman 
trains toward the skilled, (five- 
level AFSC). To get it, he must 
usually pass the five-level Airman 
Proficiency test. Usually, a five- 
level AFSC is required for pro- 
motion to A/1C (E-4) or S/Sgt. 
(E-5). 

The test and skill level require- 
ment grows particularly stiff be- 
yond staff. A seven-level Airman 
Proficiency Test is usually re- 
quired to obtain the seven-level 
(advanced) AFSC. And a seven- 
level is now mandatory for promo- 
tion to T/Sgt. (E-6) and M/Sgt. 
(E-7). 

The system is not as binding in 
all respects as it may appear, how- 
ever. For one thing, there are 
proficiency tests for only 480 
AFSCs, about 90 to 95 percent of 
the airmen. In some specialized 
or highly classified fields none are 
written or likely to be written. 

* + : 


THERE ARE ALSO some skills 
where there are no _ five-level 
AFSCs. Airmen jump from the 
three (semi-skilled) to the seven 
(advanced) AFSC. Obviously, they 
can make up to staff with only a 
three-skill level. 

Another point where the rules 
relax is when career fields or tests 
are being re-written. Occasional- 
ly, classification is allowed with- 
out testing, temporarily under 
these circumstances. 

Promotion may also be allowed 
under unusual circumstances when 
the airman does not carry the right 
skill level. Generally, however, 
the rules say that they must pos- 
sess a skill level consistent with 
the grade to which promoted. 

” + + 


THE AF is tightening up on this 
point now. There are a number of 
techs and masters who got their 
ranks before there were proficien- 


cy tests in their skills or on some 
other basis Commanders may 
order them to take the appropriate 
tests and -can downgrade their 
skills, then bust to appropriate 
grades. where .they. fail to measure 
up 

As the Air Force screens for 
E-8 grades, a sevenlevel ‘skill is 
mandatory ‘and the ‘candidates 
must also pass a general super- 


visory test (the same given to war- 
rant officer applicants). -When the 
test was given to WO applicants, 
the failure rate was running about 
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22 percent. Used as an E-8 exam, 
it is being given to a bigger group 
and something like 40 percent or 
more are flunking. 

+ * . 

THE AFSC SYSTEM, inciden- 
tally, works like this: 

An airman carries a five-digit 
code, for example, 31470. 

The first two digits (31) indi- 
cate one of about 40 major career 
fields (in this: case guided mis- 
siles). 

The third digit (4) indicates a 
further specialization in a sub- 
division (ladder) up which the air- 
man climbs as he progresses. The 
314 ladder is missile systems 
analysis. . 

The fourth digit (7) shows the 
level of the skill. The 1 level is 
helper, 3 is semi-skilled (appren- 
tice), the 5 is skilled (repairman 
or specialist or in some cases oper- 
ator) and the 7 is advanced (tech- 
nician or supervisor). In the ex- 
ample, the airman is a technician. 

The fifth digit is a further spe- 
cialization within the broad sub- 





division. In this case, 31470 iden- 
tified a missile systems analyst 
technician. A 31471 might be a 
missile systems instrument techni- 
cian (there doesn’t happen to be 
such a break-out, but~it is an ex- 
ample). 

Further specialty is shown by 
“shred-out” suffixes which show 
types of equipment or specific job 
areas, -31470Q, for example, would 
be a specialist on the GAM-72, 
guided air missile.

AIR FORCE promotion policy 
puts still another control on AFSC. 
Headquarters sends out periodic 
lists of .skills in which the field 
cannot promote to one or more 
NCO grades (E-5 and above). The 
list will soon control promotions 
to E-4 also. Here commands may 
make no promotions at all. In 
skills on another list they can pro- 
mote only if they have a “cumu- 
lative’ command-wide vacancy on 
the manning documents. In a 
third list (skills short Air Force- 
wide) they can promote regard-

What makes the Navy system 
difficult te administer is the com- 
plexity of the rating system. There 
are now more than 60 different 
ratings—specialties—in the enlist- 
ed rating system. These require 
special qualifications, broken down 
further by special requirements for 
the various pay grades. 

Navy enlisted specialists are 
called petty officers—third class 
petty officers are in pay grade E-4, 
PO2 in E-5, PO1 in E-6, and chief 
petty officers in E-7. Those in the 
new super pay grades, E-8 and 
E-9 are called senior chief petty 
officer and master chief petty of- 
ficer, respectively. 


BEFORE a sailor can qualify for 
promotion he must do these things: 
First, if he is seeking promo- 
tion to petty officer rank, he must 
perform certain practical factors 
which indicates that he can oper- 





FORT BENNING, Ga.—A rifle 
marksmanship training aid, said by 
its makers to take all the guess- 
work out of such training, is being 
tested by the Infantry School’s 
Weapons Department at Benning. 

Known as the “Swift Training 
Rifle,” the device, built of wood 
along the lines of an M-1 service 

rifle, is an ingenious arrange- 
ment of springs and pointed pins 
which, its makers say, provides 
instant visual and recorded. proof 
of a trainee’s faults without ex- 
penditure of costly ammunition. 


The training device was brought 
to Benning by its originator, Segis- 
mundo Bakanowski of Madrid, 
Spain, upon the invitation of the 
Department of the Army. Bakan- 
owski, a former officer of the 
Polish air foree and an avid marks- 
man, says that the training rifle 
fills a need for a method by which 
the principles of basic rifle marks- 
manship may be learned by a 
trainee in 12 hours.

PASSING the promotion test is 
not the only factor in getting ad- 
vancement. There is a thing called 
the final multiple, which is either 
yood, bad or awful, depending on 
whether or not the sailor got _pro- 
moted: 


The final multiple is arrived at 
through a complex machinery 
which gives credits for various ca- 
reer achievements. 

Sailors compute’ the final mul- 
tiple this way (a cut-off point, 
geared to the number of vacan-

A MAXIMUM of 80 points are 
credited for the examination score. 

To that is addéd the total serv- 
ice in years multiplied by two 
(maximum credit is 40). 

Add time in pay grade multi- 
plied by two — maximum credit 
is 10. 

Add credits earned from awards 
— maximum is 20 -points. (The 
awards credits range from eight 
points for the Medal of Honor to 
seven points for the Navy Cross 
and Silver Star Medal, down to 
four points for the Purple Heart 
and Good Conduct Medal.

EXAMINATIONS for advance- 
ment to chief petty officer rank are 
held annually, in February. Pro- 
motions resulting from this exam 
are normally made in five groups, 
the higher-scoring men _ getting 
their promotions first. 

Promotion exams for other Navy 
enlisted grades are conducted in 
February and August, with promo- 
tions being effected in May and 
November. 

For the past two years the Navy 
has conducted special PO3 exams 
in May and November in an at- 
tempt to fill vacancies in much- 
needed technical ratings. These 
tests have now been cancelled.

ALL PROMOTIONS are, of 
course, subject to vacancies ‘which 
must he filled.

FORT MONMOUTH, N. J.—Two 
powerful radios on opposite sides 
of the Atlantic aimed their giant 
bowl-shaped antennas at the same 
point in space June 22-to achieve 
the first Europe-to-U.S. contaci via 
the moon. 

The reflected radio signals were 
heard for almost an hour by the 50- 
foot Diana dish at the Army Signal 
Research and Development Labor- 
atory here. ulses were 
beamed at the moon by the world’s 
largest rotating antenna, the 250- 
foot dish at the Jodrell Bank Ex- 
periment Station, Manchester, Eng- 
land. 

Purpose of the experiment is to 
study the strength and distortion of 
the moon-bounce radio waves, 
which travel almost a half million 
miles on their rourid trip.

Test for Stripes 


We understand that ‘the Department has

} nese informed of NCO reaction to the - 


owngrading of the top thgee enlisted ranks. 
This is good in that it shows the Depart 
ment’s interest in the matter, but we hesi- 
tate to predict that it will change th very 
much. The best time to find out how the men 
concerned would feel about such a radical in- 
novation as the stripes change was probably 
before the change was effected. This might 
have been done by the release of a “trial 
balloon” similar to that used frequently in 
the political field. Any shift in plans moti- 
vated by reaction to that could easily be 
made and. without embarrassment. To kill 
or radically modify the present plan, we feel, 
will require a certain amount of courage on 
the Army’s part, and someone in authority 
is also likely to get hurt. Under the circum- 
stances, can the mistake—for we believe it 
to be so—be rectified ? 

Indeed, if an idea of the “reaction” is re- 
quired, come to us, Reaction, baby (in the 
old song’s words), is what we've plenty of. 
In the past three weeks, this paper has re- 
ceived about 400 letters dealing with the 
stripes change, each signed by from one te 
120 people. All but about five of the signa- 
tories oppose the change in the form pre- 
sented by the Army. It may be said that this 
was to be expected, that the loss of a rocker 
was bound to elicit cries of anguish. That is 
undoubtedly true, just as a_ lieutenant 
colonel would be hurt if you changed his 
silver leaf to gold. But what we conceive to 
be the principal target of resentment is the 
aspect of mass reduction embodied in the 
change. Good noncoms are embittered by 
this and consider it an insult to be reduced 
while working well in jobs for which they 
are fitted. Who can blame them? 

That many in the top three grades are 
not in jobs suitable to their rank is well 
known. It is also no secret that among the 
reasons for this being so have been poor 
personnel policies laid down in the past from 
the Pentagon—including the “stuffing” of 
the top three grades by former officers and 
acceleration of hikes during Korea conflict. 

How much more equitable it would be to 
“trim out” some of this excess by setting up 
tests and criteria, instead of swing-a ruth- 
less meat-axe on every man-jack in the top 
three grades! 

By using a universal test method, every 
noncom’s knowledge of the Army-and of his 
branch could be graded and a really stiff 
test—both written and _ practical—would 
further determine his relative ability in his 
primary militaryroecupation specialty. The 
resulting scores could be used to reapportion 
noncoms throughout the grades, Army-wide, 
provided no one would be demoted below his 
permanent grade. None of them would have 
a kick coming, for there it would be on the 
record for all to see. 

As a supplement to this, a reduction in 
force similar to that ordained for officers last 
year might be put in force, though this might 
require the approval of Congress. Men scor- 
ing lew in the tests and having less than 20 
years in service could choose to drop back in 
grade or retire early in the highest grade 
held for, say, seven years. 

This would further thin out the grades 
of E-7 and E-6, allowing room for advance- 
ment from below. It would also allow the 
“making” of E-8s and E-9s on a best-quali- 
fied basis, a method which would seem more 
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Marines: Best for Less?

The author of the essay, “Are Marines 
Necessary?” (Army Times, June 14) er- 
roneously bases his arguments on the defi- 
nition of the word, marine, as found in a 
dictionary. Fortunately for the American 
people, delineation of the duties of ‘the 
sundry services are to be found clearly 
specified in the National Security Act of 
1947 and its amendments. 

The aforementioned act, 
states in part: 

“(c) The United States Marine Corps, 
within the Department of the Navy... 
shall be organized, trained, and equipped 
to provide fleet marine forces of com- 
bined arms, together. with supporting air 
components, for service with the fleet in 
the seizure or defense of advanced naval 
bases and for the conduct of such land 
operations as may be essential to the 
prosecution of a naval campaign ... 
and shall perform such other duties as 
the President may direct.

THE DUTIES of the Navy and Marine 
Corps were elaborated upon in the 1948 
Key West. Agreement. The latter, how- 
ever,. dealt. primarily with the functions 
of the Army and the Air Force. These 
had been covered only generally in the 
National Security Act. ~ 

Mr. Rednaxela would have his readers 
believe that the marine must be confined 
to one mode of transportation. He ques- 
tions the validity of transporting them by 
air, to a given area in a recent emer- 
gency.

Mr. Rednaxela made an interesting pro- 
posal.

The suggestion becomes more interesting 
than ever in view of the presently ever- 
burgeoning emphasis: on small, highly 
mobile, elite combat organizations.

The immediate question is: How 
would this end the stripe con- 
troversy? 


A preliminary study of present 
strength and future promotion 
potential tells us that in the next 
five years, all but a few thousand 
of the nearly 200,000 in the top 
three grades will be promoted, re- 
tired or will not reenlist.

Army Reserve and National 
Guard six-month trainees qualify 
for the aid under the House bill 
since their period of active duty 
exceeds the 90-day requirement. 
However, their payments would 
not last as long nor be as large 
as those granted a two-year vet- 
eran. 

The bill restricts the time when 
jobless pay can be collected after 
discharge. Veterans who collect 
$100 in mustering-out pay aren’t 
eligible for jobless pay for 30 days; 
those who collect $200 are not eli- 
gible for 60 days and those who 
get $300 are not eligible for 90 
days. 

GI-Bill students and those re- 
ceiving aid under the War Or- 
phans’ Educational Assistance Act 
of 1956, are not eligible to collect 
unemployment insurance at the 
Same time. 

Persons who leave civilian jobs 
to go into the military service nor- 
mally lose any righis to jobless 
pay. The House bill corrects that 
and puts them under this protec- 
tion.

New Facilities 
Used in Testing 
Ft. Dix Trainees 


FORT DIX, N. J. — Basic 
trainees at Fort Dix are now tak- 
ing their “final exams” in a 
specially prepared area called 
“Proficiency Park,” 


The testing area was designed 
and constructed in three months 
by a training faculty committee 
with the aid of Dix’s 86th Eng. Bn. 
Special sections lend realism to 
each of 5 parts of the proficiency 
test given every basic trainee in 
the eiglith week of his course. 

Included in the area are minia- 
ture ranges where knowledge of 
weapons is tested, barbed-wire 
fences to be penetrated, and a 
prisoner-of-war camp where 
trainees are interrogated by a 
“captor.” 





normal weather map, nor can they 
be forecast with the normal 
methods of weather prediction, 
but, sudden and sometimes ex- 
treme local changes in the general 
weather pattern are especially 
troublesome to the Army’s oper- 
ations. Variations in wind speed or 
direction and changes in temper- 
ature and humidity, for example, 
affect the launching of rockets and 
other missiles, the laying of smoke

Instead of proceeding on rather 
limited basic information about 
local weather variations, the Me- 
teorological Department wants to 
accomplish more basic research in 
the field. Scientists from all over 
the nation will be asked for con- 
tributions in the program. A sym- 
posium for physicists, chemists, 
mathematicians, and agriculturists 
as well as meteorologists will be 
held here some time in December. 
At that time they will be asked for 
suggestions and ideas on how to 
proceed with the program. 

Already the Meteorology Depart- 
ment has contracts with the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin and the Uni- 
versity of Arizona for weather re- 
search, When the program gets 
into full swing it will be the big- 
gest the Army has attempted in 
this field since War Il.

Air Force interceptor planes, 
you see, cost a lot of money and 
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cutting back their production 
would produce “savings.” There 
is something to be said for this 
proposal. Unfortunately the 
Army’s missiles are not yet ready 
to take over the whole job of air 
defense and won’t be for some 


time. 

(4) He might wish to cut back 
or abolish the function of strategic 
air transport now performed —_by 

Military Air Transportation 
= and supervised by the Air 


orce. 

There is mounting political pres- 
sure for some of MATS’ work to 
be turned over to civilian airlines. 
However, a civilian system would 
break down in an emergency, be- 
cause no commercial airline can 
afford to maintain aircraft of the 
required capabilities for military 
cargo lifting. 2 

The move would “save” money 
—on paper—but if we had to air- 
lift a division to Lebanon, as may 
easily be the case, the commercial 
airlines would look pretty silly try- 
ing to do this job quickly and effii- 
ciently.

Isolated White Sands Unit 
Seeks ‘Higher’ Education 


WHITE SANDS MISSILE 
RANGE, N. M. — What probably 


"jis the Army’s “highest” seat of 


learning is perched atop a 9000- 


"| foot mountain on the range of this 


nation’s largest desert-surrounded 
missile and rocket testing center. 

Site of this seat of learning is 
atop North Oscura Peak, an up- 
range radar outpost located some 
145 miles by road from post head- 
quarters building, where a class 
in radio servicing and repair is be- 
ing offered to nine GI radarmen. 

The peak tops the Sierra Oscura 
mountains overlooking New 
Mexico’s vast Jornada del Muerto 
basin. 

Located on the basin is Trinity 
Site, the spot where the first 
atomic bomb was triggered in this 
country. 

Students of the radio elass meet 
two evenings each week in the day 
room of the uprange camp. The 
meeting days vary every week be- 
cause of missile shoots that require 
the GIs’ presence. 

The White Sands Signal Agency 
students are radarmen quartered 
at the isolated outpost, which 
serves as the fourth link of the 
five-chain radar setup on_ the 
range. 

Lt. Col. John P. McGovern heads 
the White Sands Signal Agency, 
which supports missile firings with 
radar and communication systems. 

Textbooks used in the three- 
month radio course are provided 
through USAFI. Test equipment is 
available in the course but students 
‘bring their own old radio sets to 
work on in the classroom.

likely to lead to changes in the 
procedure for assigning draftees 
to Korea. Now, most two-year 
men go to Korea as soon as their 
advanced individual training is 
complete. x 

UNDER STUDY is a proposal to 
assign men, after they have com- 
pleted AIT, to ZI units. These 
units would receive levies~at in- 
tervals which would be filled with 
individuals in their 10th and 11th 
months of service, who would go 
to Korea. On their return, they 
would be immediately discharged. 
Advantage of such a plan would 
be to use the entire two years and 
also to provide units in Korea with 
better trained soldiers. 

Army officials pointed out that 
the new tours would not affect 
Gyroscope units. 

“Gyroscope men are volunteers,” 
it was pointed out. “They sign up 
for a unit to stay with that unit 
in the United States and overseas 
for a specified period. Thus the 
tour changes don’t affect them.” 

This does not apply, of course, 
to individuals assigned to Gyro 
units who did not volunteer. 

” + . 

FOR THOSE already in Korea, 
the Army has prescribed a formula 
whereby their tours will be short- 
ened by a week for each month left 
in the tour after July 1. For exam- 
ple, a man who has completed 
seven months on June 30 would, 
under the old tour, still have nine 
months to serve. His tour will be 
shortened by nine weeks (about 
two months) so that he will come 


home after 14 months instead 
of 16. 
In other oversea areas, the 


Army has not set up a formula. 
But it has sent a message giving 
“guidance” to oversea commanders 
to the effect that no one now over- 
seas will remain there after an 
individual who arrives in the com- 
mand at a later date, even though 
the new tour lengths did not take 
effect until June 30.

Guided Missile Brig., made up of 
instructors, knocked down a B-17 
drone bomber with the obsoles- 
cent Nike Ajax. A fire team 
from the 550th FA Rocket Bn., 
commanded by Lt. Dale T. Davis 
and directed by SFC Floyd T. Bar- 
ton, fired an Honest John 11,000 
yards to within 45 meters of the 
center of its target. 

These were the operational 
highlights of the troop portion of 
Project AMMO. 

Other developments included an 

announcement by Army Secretary 
Wilber M. Brucker that Nike Her- 
cules — the second generation of 
the Army’s antiaircraft missile 
family — was operational and em- 
placed at New York, Chicago and

ter. 

Public demonstrations of Nike 
Hercules, Hawk and LaCrosse were 
part of the program which saw 
the Army demonstrate its missile 
proficiency by firing nine of the 
12 missiles which are expected to 
remain under its control when 
they become operational. 


TO FORT BLISS each year 
come all of the 68 air defense mis- 











sile battalions which, now in the 
field, have been trained here. They 
compete against each other and 
against perfection in service firing. 

It was revealed at Project AMMO 
that the eight operational Corporal 
battalions. in Europe and those in 
the United States also come to 
Bliss each. year to fire four mis- 
siles in a two-week period. Al- 
ready six battalions — five of.them 
from Europe and one from Fort 
Sill — have completed service fir- 
ing this year. The 530th is the 
last of the Seventh Army Corporal 
units to come to the States for this 
annual test. Still-to come are the 
two battalions from SETAF-~ in 
Italy. 

Fort Sill’s 526th and Seventh 
Army’s 53lst Corporal Bns. have 
launched five birds: The 530th 
will launch five birds also, includ- 
ing the one--fired for Project 
AMMO.

WITH 7TH INF. DIV., 
Korea. — Operation Sandy 
Beach, a joint Army-Navy- 
Marine operation, put the test 
of amphibious assault to Old 
Guardsmen of the 2d BG, 3d 
Inf., 7th Inf. Div., as the In- 
fantrymen stormed ashore 
and assaulted a beach on 
Okinawa, over 1000 miles 
from their 7th Div. home in 
Korea. 


The 36 hour operation marked 
the first time that an Army battle 
group has taken part in an am- 
phibious landing since the Army’s 
pentomic reorganization last year. 
Brig. Gen. Samuel E. Gee, assis- 
tant'commanding general, 7th Inf. 
Div. was the chief controller for 
the realistic exercise. 

Key objectives of the infantry- 
men in the regions of the exercise 
included an airfield and a large 
hill mass that dominates the 
island. The landing was preceded 
by live air attacks by Marine at- 
tack bombers, which included a 
simulated 2KT atomic blast on 
the beach a half hour before H 
hour. Navy underwater demoli- 
tion teams had cleared obstacles 
prior to the landing of the 3d Inf,

THE 2d BG, 3d Inf., under the 
command of Col. Lewis W. Leeney, 
was transported from Korea to 
Okinawa, a distance of almost a 
thousand miles, by eight Navy 
vessels under the command of 
Capt. B. L. Gurnette. The com- 
mand ship, the USS _ Cavalier, 
housed most of the assault troops, 
while four LSTs and an attack 
cargo ship took care of the sup- 
port units. These included detach- 
ments from the 13th Engr. Bn., 
7th Med.

Three months of intensive train-

Jax Trains a Million Men 


FORT JACKSON, S. C.—Since its open 


41 years ago this month, Fort Jackson has 


trained more than one million men. The mat cst opened in June, 1917, to train Amer- 
ican officers and men for War I service. Within a year, 45,000 men were training here in 


the 30th and 61st Divisions. 

Since that original group ‘de- 
parted, several hundred thousand 
additional men have trained here 
—500,000 during the War II years 
alone. 

Fort Jackson’s primary mission 
is training yesterday’s civilians to 
be tomorrow’s soldiers, under the 
direction of Brig. Gen. Christian 
H. Clarke Jr., recently-arrived com- 
manding general of Fort Jackson. 

- * * 

THE FORT is a 56,000 acre post, 
located in the heart of the Pal- 
metto State, five miles east of the 
business district of Columbia, 
South Carolina. It was named for 
Andrew Jackson, seventh president 
of the United States, who was born 
in New Lancaster, S. C. 

Thousands of young men trade 
their “civvies” for Army garb at 
Fort Jackson, which serves as the 
induction center for the south- 
eastern United States. In addition, 
many trainees are sent here from 
reception centers at Fort Dix, 
N. J.; Fort Chaffee, Ark.; Fort 
Carson, Colo.; and others through- 
out the country to receive their 
basic, advanced and specialist train- 


ing. 

After the Armistice in 1918 there 
was a general demobilization of 
the Army, and in 1921 Camp Jack- 
son was abandoned as a full-time 
Regular Army garrison. However, 
from 1925-1940 it was controlled 
by the state of South Carolina as an 


encampment area for National 
Guard troops. 
* * . 


IN 1940, primarily as an Infan- 
try training post, the camp re- 
verted to Federal control and be- 
came Fort Jackson, a permanent- 
type Army installation. On July 1, 
1940, the 8th (Golden Arrow) Inf. 
Div. was activated here, and later 
in the same year, the 30th (Old 
Hickory) Div., also nicknamed in 
honor of Andrew Jackson, moved 
in. 

A $212 million program of per- 
manent-type building construction 
was started. 

Carolina maneuvers in 1941, 
which saw an additional 200,000 
acres of land in sixteen North 
and South Carolina counties 
requisitioned for training areas, 
found divisions including the Ist 
and 2d Armd. Divisions, 9th, 
29th, 31st, 32d, 43d and 44th Inf. 
Divs. molding themselves to- 
gether as fighting teams. 

The late President Franklin D. 
Roosevelt was a guest at Fort 
Jackson in March, 1941, and the 
8th, 30th and 77th divisions held 
a demonstration and three-division 
parade in his honor. 

The same took place on June 8, 
1942 for the then Chief of Staff, 
Gen. George C. Marshall, and sev- 
eral high-ranking British army of- 
ficers. 

Another distinguished visitor who 
arrived here on June 24, 1942 was 
Winston Churchill. With the help 
of paratroops—specially obtained 
for the occasion—an even more im- 
pressive demonstration was held 
for him and many distinguished 
British and American military and 
naval officers. 

+ a * 

SIR WINSTON has reminisced 
about this, recalling his visit to 
Fort Jackson in 1942, 

Gen. Marshall had invited him 
to visit one of South Carolina’s 
Army camps, and Fort Jackson 
was selected. The trip was un- 
announced. According to later 
newspaper reports, Sir Winston 


emphasized his surprise at. Fort 
Jackson as follows: 
“It was a very hot day and we 
got out of the train straight onte 
the parade ground, which re- 








called the plains of India in the 
hot weather. We went first te 
an awning and saw the Amer- 
ican armor and infantry march 


Next we watched the parachute 
exercises. They were impressive 
and convincing ... 1 was given a 
‘walkie-talkie’ to carry ... In the 
afternoon we saw the mass- 
produced American divisions doing 
field exercises with live ammuni- 
tion. At the end I said to Isma 
(Lord Ismay), ‘What do you think 
of it?’ He replied, ‘To put these 
troops against continental troops 
would be murder.’ Whereupon I 
said, ‘You’re wrong. They are won- 
derful material and will learn very 
quickly.’ 

“To my American hosts, how- 
ever, I consistently pressed my 
view that it takes two years or 
more to make a soldier. Certainly 
two years later the troops we saw 
in Carolina bore themselves like 
veterans,” 

+ * * 

NINE Army divisions, destined 
to become famous during War II 
action, trained here in preparation 
for their roles in that conflict. In- 
cluded were the 4th, 6th, 8th, 26th, 
30th, 77th, 87th, 100th and 106th. 
In addition, troops of the I and 
XII Corps trained here. 


The Army Service Forces Per- 
sonnel Replacement Depot was 
located here in May, 1945, and Fort 
Jackson became a Replacement 
Training Center in November, 1946. 
In June, 1947, it was designated 
as one of the four permanent re- 
placement training centers in the 
United States. The famous 5th 
Inf. Div. was subsequently re- 
activated on the Post as a training 
organization. 

In January, 1951, the 31st Inf. 
Div. — the “Dixie Division”’— 
made up of National Guard units 
from Alabama and Mississippi— 
was ordered to active duty at 
Fort Jackson, and the Fort be- 
came its home station. 


In March, 1956, Fort Jaekson re- 
ceived its designation as the United 
States Army Training Center, In- 
fantry. . 

« * ” 

FORT JACKSON recreational 
facilities include 30 lighted outdoor 
areas. Among these are Gen. 
George S. Patton Stadium, which 
seais 6600; Robert G. Cole Base- 
ball Field, seating 3200; seven soft- 
ball diamonds, four tennis courts, 
two modern equipped swimming 
pools, four lakes complete with 
modern facilities, and a golf driv- 
ing range, 

Other facilities include Lee Field 
House, seating -3500; five regi- 
mental gymnasiums, seven service 
clubs, five libraries, two arts and 
crafts shops, four theaters and a 
dayroom in every company area. 
In addition ,there is an 18-hole 
golf course, said to be one of the 
finest in the armed services, and 
rated among the best in the south- 
eastern United States. 

There are 18 chapels located on 
the post, with chaplains from every 
major religious faith in attendance. 

Personnel who wish to continue 
their formal education may enroll 
through the Education Center for 
group study classes conducted on 
post, or for correspondence courses 
available through the United States 
Armed Forces Institute. Night 
classes at the University of South 
Carolina and Columbia College are 
also available at minimum costs.

JACKSON has been the scene of 
many “famous firsts,” evidenced 
by the following: 


The shoulder patch—identifying 
mark of major units in the United 
States Army—had its origin at Fort 
Jackson. Early in the post’s his- 
tory—in 1917—units of the 81st 
Div. were encamped near Wildcat 
Creek, which now forms part of 
the southeastern boundary of the 
fort. To set them apart from other 
units training here, the men sewed 
a replica of a wildcat on the 
shoulder of their uniforms. 

When the unit arrived in France, 
Gen. Pershing suggested the 
patches be removed. The division 
squawked, and as a result, all units 
serving with the AEF were ordered 
to create identifying shoulder in- 
signia. The 8lst Inf. Div.—cur- 
rently an Army Reserve unit con- 
sisting of men from the Carolinas 
—is still known as the “Wildcat” 
Division, and its patch bears a 
replica of the animal for which it 
is named. 


In the past two years, Jackson 
has been the scene of another 
famous first. When the Army de- 
veloped Trainfire, a new concept 
of rifle marksmanship training, 
Jackson was selected as one of two 
test centers, the other being Fort 
Carson. 

Trainfire, which teaches the 
practical aspects of rifle firing, will 
become the sole method of train- 
ing in marksmanship at Jackson 
very shortly, making this Infantry 
Training Center the first in the 
nation to conduct all training in 
this manner.

THEY ARE conducting scientific 
studies for the section to determine 
methods of improving the effective- 
ness of the present Army air de- 
fense systems and analysis of fu- 
ture defense against~guided mis- 
siles. ~ 

Scientific “war games,” in which 
air attacks on one of our cities is 
simulated, are played by the re- 
searchers in their office with mis- 
sile systems evolved by civilian or 
Army research and development 
agencies. The results of their 
“games” figured mathematically 
are presented in study form to the 
Analysis Division, which deter- 
mines their most effective use in 
accomplishing the mission of 
USARADCOM. 

Although the section is often 
called the “science fiction” de- 
partment because -possible fu- 
ture super weapons ‘bordering 
on the Buck Rogers comic strip 
type are sometimes taken inte 
consideration, the defense anal- 
ysis and operations research is 
actually based on sound theories 
that employ mathematics and 
statistics to evaluate a particu- 
lar air defense problem. 

Defense problems are set up 
by simulating an imaginary attack 
against one of our important cities, 
air bases, or theoretical targets. 
Next, the weapons are deployed by 
map application around the area 
to be attacked. By means of these 


simulations, it is possible to -esti- 


mate the results of the battle. 

Vance and Power were assigned 
under the Army Scientific and Pro- 
fessional Personnel Program. The 
SPP program is aimed at identi- 
fying and properly using those en- 
listed personnel in the Army who 
have college degrees in engineer- 
ing and in the physical, biologieal, 
sociological, and business sciences. 

Vance; was a mathematics teach- 
er and coach in Duncan Public 
School, Duncan, Okla., before en- 
tering the Army in July 1957. 

Power entered the Army in De- 
cember, 1957, after graduating 
from Tulane University.

“While the defense. department’s Advanced Research Projects 

Agency (ARPA) announced the work as a t ig how oject, 

the fact that the station was put u By Arey tertadle m was 

regarded as another scientific first for the Army in its outer space 


rivalry with the Air Force and Navy. 
SIGNAL CORPS TO GET JOB 


Ultimately, the Army’s Signal Corps may take over the entire 
< tracking and computing paths of earth satellites fram the Navy. 

Navy now does the work at the Navai Research Laboratory (NRL) 
in Washington. 

NRL will be in-charge of installing new equipment needed at San 
Diego and- Blossom Point. ARPA gave the Army’s Ballistic Research 
Laboratories at Aberdeen, Md., the bigger job. of building the new 
CW-Doppler station at Fort Sill and the listening posts in New Mexico 
and Tennessee. 

Dr. Gerald Dubey, an Army scientist at Aberdeen, will be the 
project officer. 


TOFTOY TO ABERDEEN 


Meanwhile, in a separate announcement, the Army disclosed that 
Maj. Gen. Holger N. Toftoy, Deputy Commanding General, Army 
Ordnance Missile Command, Huntsville, Ala., has been assigned to the 
Aberdeen Proving Ground effective Aug. 5. He is expected to help 
direct the new space tracking program. 

Until now, tracking of earth satellites has been done at the Van- 
peare computing station at the NRL in Washington, as part of the 
nternational Geophysical Year (IGY). The IGY expires at the end 
of this year but could be extended six months. 


However, the Defense Department doesn’t want te be caught 
napping. Some of the Navy’s Minitrack stations on which comput- 
ing and spotting now depend are located outside the continental 
US., and the Defense Department has no assurance it can depend 
on them after the IGY ends. 


Too, the Navy’s computing station in Washington can track only 
satellites emitting radio signals or, on rare occasions, from reports 
of moon-watchers on the ground who make visual sightings. 

Under the new system, any satellite, rocket shell or any ether 
object in the sky as far as 1000 miles out can be spotted and traced. 
Actually the principle is very simple although the application of it 
te space detection was said by an ARPA spokesman te be a major 
scientific breakthrough. 


The CW-Doppler compléx is the giant big brother to the Army’s 
“silent sentry,” first announced as long ago as Oct. 22, 1956. On that 
date, the Army unveiled the world’s smallest radar set, weighing only 
80 pounds but with a battle-use range of 6000 yards. 

The portable radar set, designed to give troo 
veillance of enemy movements despite smoke, darkness or fog, emits 
sounds of a distinctive character. Whenever anything moves within 
its range, be it enemy vehicle or soldier, an operator with a pair of 
earphones can detect the enemy movement because movements change 
the pitch of the sound. 


LITTLE ‘SILENT SENTRY’ 


The CW-Doppler complex station af Fort Sill is, in effect, a giant 
edition of the little “silent sentry.” Instead of being portable, it will 
be a big, permanent broadcasting unit sending out its sound waves 
one thousand miles into the outer atmosphere. Whenever an object 
crosses the waves the sound changes and the object, whether meteor 
or satellite, can be spotted. 

By having listening posts at the four points acress the country, 
the path ef the object can be traced. 


ARPA explained “the resulting network will provide a radar and 
communications fence across the southern United States.” While Army 
scientists hope the shield will cover all of the country, it may be neces- 
sary later to build a second network across the north half of the 
country. 

Data collection will be done both at the Vanguard center in Wash- 
ington and at Fort Sill. At the present time, the Vanguard center could 
track only a comparatively few satellites at a time.

If the air upstairs becomes filled with space vehicles, it will be‘ 


necessary to greatly expand or pethaps build a new computing center 
and the Army Signal Corps, for one, hopes the site will be at Fort 
Sill. ARPA hinted at expansion when it said “interested elements of 
the government are cooperating to develop a more complete and com- 
prehensive data reduction and analysis capability.” 

The Signal Corps is credited in informed sources with first thinking 

of the application of the CW-Doppler complex to space watching. 
From there it went to the Army Ordnance Missile Command, then 
through Research and Development. and then into ARPA. The orders for 
the em are now filtering down back through the chain of com- 
mand. 
, Signal Corps spokesmen say they still are under secrecy wraps. It 
is reported that the Army ‘scientists already have bought a ,000 
used radio transmitting tower and erected it at Fort Sill. How much 
the final program will cost could not be estimated but over the years 
it is expected to become a multi-million dollar installation. 

_ For Fort Sill, the space detection assignment is in marked contrast 
to its early history when it was a cavalry outpost used to fight Ge- 
ronime and other Indians.

Historical Quote of the Week 


“You shall not crucify mankind upon a 
cross of gold”—William Jennings Bryan. 


This is one of the most famous sayings that 
has come out of a national political convention. 
The occasion was the Democratic convention in 
Chicago, July 7, 1896. The words closed the 
great oration by Bryan which won him the Presi- 
dential nomination. He was pleading for the 
western miners, who were suffering from the 
low price of silver; for the farmers generally, and 
for the debtors of the depression of 1893. 

The platform of the party included “free 
silver,” by which Congress was to authorize pur- 
chase and coinage of silver in practically unlim- 
ited quantities. This had been done under an 
Act of 1834, which established a bimetallic stand- 
ard with a ratio between silver and gold of 16 to 
1. In 1873 silver was removed as a monetary 
standard, and the nation went on the gold stand- 
ard. It was not until 1934, a hundred years from 
the bimetal Act of 1834, that the nation again 
went off the gold standard. (Bryan ran, unsuc- 
cessfully, for the Presidency three times — 1896, 
1900 and 1908.

The milestone unit was a Corvette 
convertible painted Chevrolet's 
special Anniversary Gold in com- 
memoration-of the 50th anniversary 
of General Motors Corporation. 

It was driven from the end of 
the assembly line at, Chevrolet's 
Corvette plant here by Ann Garner 
Long, 16-year-old daughter of 
Lieutenant Governor Edward .V. 
Long of Missouri. 

The sports car then moved on 
to Chevrolet’s new major -eupply 
depot at suburban Hazelwood, 
where Lieutenant Governor Long 
snipped a gold ribbon with gold- 
painted shears to dedicate the new 
parts warehouse. The Corvette was 
displayed there alongside a 1918 
model Chevrolet made’ the year 
Chevrolet-began operations in St.

He 
merely knew that the opponents 
needed good breaks to make their 
contract, and he could tell from his 
hand that they were going to get 
bad breaks. That justified his 
double. 

East would not have doubled if 
he had held three hearts to the 
king and three small diamonds, 
together with other values. He 
would then know that South was 
going to get good breaks. 

When the opponents are in ob- 
vious misery, you don’t double 
just because you have strength. 
You double when you know that 
suits will break badly for declarer. 
In this case, East knew that clubs 
and diamonds were sour, and he 
had a healthy and correct 
suspicion about the hearts. 

East’s double worked like magic. 
Deelarer took the first trick in 
dummy with the ace of spades and 
finessed the ten of hearts to West’s 
jack: West continued spades, and 
East eventually overruffed dummy 
on the fourth round of the siut. 

East next led a low club, and 
South finessed the nine. Declarer 
then led out the ace of hearts, 
still thinking that East had trump 
length. Now in serious trouble, he 
tried to cash the ace of clubs. West 
ruffed, cashed the king of hearts, 
and led a diamond. South still had 
two losing clubs, and made only 
five tricks. 

The penalty was 1,100, or 700 
points more than East would have 
scored if he had passed.

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The Recession 
Slowly Receeds 


By H. R. BAUKHAGE 


HERE is still at least a minor disagreement as to the 

rate the recession is receding, but less is being heard 
from the more pessimistic prophets. However, the ultra- 
conservative who usually cannot bear the bears but hesitates 
to leap into the bullpen at the moment, may get some con- 
firmation of their caution from one member of the Federal 
Reserve Board who is quoted by Newsweek Magazine as 
saying: 

“The strength of the economy is only now being tested. Business 
might very well take off on the downside after a temporary spurt ahead.” 

The consensus of the financial pundits at latest nose-count appears 
to be “onward and upward” with only a little less emphasis on the “on” 
than on the up and up. 

As to the question of “why” a recession, this one or any other, 
there is still wide disagreement on that subject. Some few are willing 
to blame deflation—and inflation as well, alterna- 
tively—on the wages that go up faster than increased 
production. 

A rather startling comment came from Park 
Avenue, a place where one has been led to believe 
all the office windows are equipped with rose-colored 

lass. 
. Charles Brower, president of the powerful BBDO 
Advertising Agency, thinks none ef us is working 
hard enough. He told a convention of sales execu- 
tives: 

Zs “This is the era of the goof-off. The age of the 

‘ half done job. The land from coast to coast has 
BAUKHAGE been enjoying a stampede away from responsibility. 
It is populated with waiters who won’t serve, carpenters who will 
come around someday maybe, executives whose minds are on the golf 
course, students who take cinch courses and salesmen who won’t sell. 
We have the two hour lunch, the three day weekend and the all day 
coffee break.” 

There are some who believe that isn’t the whole answer; that it 
isn’t merely a case of increasing production; it’s the kind of product 
you produce. Likewise, it isn’t how much you work, but how good a 
job you do. The waiters who serve, without a smile in their voices 
but with a thumb in the soup; the carpenters who spend more time on 
consistent carping than on honest carpentering; the painters who paint, 
not only the cupboard doors but also the hinges and latches so they 
won’t work—and I suppose we ought to include the newspapermen who 
spell names wrong and leave out middle initials.

SERIOUSLY, there may be ground for attributing some of our 
financial troubles to a violation of the good, old copybook maxims, 
trite as such a suggestion may be. In other fields the deepest of deepdish 
experts say that juvenile delinquency~and poor school work may be 
traced to the lack of moral training and discipline in the home. 

There is an old saw to the effect that “a carpenter is knewn by his 
chips” which, as of today, is neutralized by “letting the chips fall 
where they may.” The more you think of it, the clearer it becomes 
that, regardless of their merit, the old maxims would be more likely 
to be considered jokes than bits of wisdom, if you heard them on a 
television show today. 

I hardly think Lord Chesterfield would get a big hand for a remark 
which nevertheless has come down the ages: “Whatever is worth doing 
is worth doing well.” And this age has an answer for that too; “If you 
want a thing well done, do it yourself”—in fact we’ve made a business 
of it. But it doesn’t help the broad question of national production, 
qualitatively or quantitatively.

MAAG personnel in Tripoll, Libya, are under the Amer- 
ican Embassy for housekeeping problems and customs, 
Wheelus AFB supplies them with nearly every facility and 


service expected by an American. The tour of duty for a} 


single person and married personnel without their dependents 


is 18 months. 
the tour is 30 months.

HOUSING 


Houses for MAAG personnel are 
provided in Tripoli. So is electric- 
ity, water and gas. For this, quar- 
ters allowance is forfeited, 

Although it is difficult for an 
American to imagine, Tripolitanian 
houses have no closets or cup- 
boards. Wardrobes are provided 
by MAAG.~- Central heating sys- 
tems will not be found in villas 
or apartments. During the fall 
and winter evenings space oil heat- 
ers are used by many families. 
Quarters are furnished with new 
Danish furniture. Also supplied 
are refrigerators, gas stoves, 
drapes, rugs and heaters. 


SCHOOLS 


Children from three to five years 
of age may be enrolled in the nurs- 
ery school, which is open each 
morning from 9 to 11:30. The aft- 
ernoon session is from 1 to 3:30. 
Refreshments are free. Bus serv- 
ice is provided to and from the 
school. 

An elementary school and high 
school are located on Wheelus AB. 
Transportation is provided for all 
children living on base as well as 
in Tripoli. A Parent Teacher As- 
sociation is established and active. 

In addition, there are excellent 
French and Italian schools in Tri- 
poli. 


SHOPPING FACILITIES 


The commissary carries a full 
line of meats, canned goods (in- 
cluding baby food), dairy products, 
staples, frozen foods (meats, vege- 
tables, fruits and fish), as well as 
fresh fruits and vegetables when 
obtainable. 

All lotally purchased fresh 
fruits and vegetablés are wonder- 
ful. They must be soaked in a 
germicidal solution if they are to 
be eaten raw. 

The following facilities are to 
be found in the Base Exchange: 

Beauty shop, dry cleaning, film 
processing, flower concession, mag- 
azine and book shop, shoe shop, 
special order department, tailor 
shop and watch repair. 

Also available are linens, jewel- 
ry, gift items from various coun- 
tries, candy and tobacco, a supply 
of small household items and a 
limited supply of cosmetics and 
medical supplies.

It is advisable to plan to shop 
through Sears and Montgomery 
Ward catalogs for clothing. 

There are some good dressmak- 
ers in Tripoli and good material 
is available. Although cotton is a 
little more expensive than in the 
States, fine “British woolens are 
quite reasonable in price. 

It is a good idea to bring a sup- 
ply of clothing for the children 
since the supply at the Base Ex- 
change is limited. A limited stock 


of children’s shoes is available. 
Summer play beach shoes may be 
purchased at various Italian stores 
during the summer. The designs 
are attractive and normally cost 
less than Stateside varieties. 

American dollars are converted 
into Military Payment Certificates, 
which are used for transactions on 
the field. These certificates are 
used to purchase the Libyan pound 
used in Tripoli. Libyan currency 
may not be _ reconverted into 
MPC’s, and U.S. currency is not 
authorized as a medium of ex- 
change in Tripoli. 

The American Express Company 
maintains a branch “bank at 
Wheelus AB, offering both check- 
ing and savings account service. 


MEDICAL CARE 


The hospital at Wheelus is 
equipped to take care of dependent 
needs. In the event that special- 
ized treatment is required, which 
is not available, movement may be 
directed to Germany. Drugs and 
medicine are furnished. 


RECREATION 


Located at Wheelus you will find 
a bathing beach, tennis courts, 
bowling alleys, theater, library, 
tours, golf course, Service Club, 
Airman’s Club, NCO Club and Of- 
ficers’ Club. 

Special Service. maintains a 
recreation boat in Tripoli, which 
may be reserved for groups of five 
or more. In addition small fishing 
and sailing boats may be rented. 


CARS 


Gasoline is available at the Ex- 
change service station at approxi- 
mately -20-cents per gallon. The 
station also offers car washing, 
lubrication and repairs, in addition 
to a limited stock of auto parts 
and appliances. 

Foreign cars can be bought local- 
ly and are better suited to the 
roads in the area than American 
cars. Prices range from $1300 to 
$2300 and delivery is from two to 
four weeks. 

Road tax is paid by the Embassy 
for MAAG personnel.

CLIMATE 


The climate is comparable to 
that in Southern California’s coast- 
al cities. During the winter (No- 
vember through February) tem- 
peratures may drop to nearly freez- 
ing. High humidity makes the 
weather seem colder than it is.

GENERAL INFORMATION 


The Red Cross has various pro- 
grams, among them first aid 
classes, home nursing courses, Staff 
Aide, Gray Lady and other volun- 
teer service programs.

Supergrade Criteria 
Called Unfair 


FORT LEWIS, Wash.: We are 
writing to register our dissatisfac- 
tion with the proposed eligibility 
requirement of 15 years service for 
the new grade E-8, and 18 years for 
grade E-9. 

It is not, we feel, reasonable or 
desirable that able, qualified 
people be held down for such over- 
ly long terms before reaching eli- 
gibility for these positions. This 
requirement destroys the very in- 
centive feature for which these ad- 
vanced grades were created. Quali- 
fied men will be discouraged by 
the long wait necessary to attain 
these positions, and the Army will 
in many cases lose their services 
as a result, 

It would seem much more rea- 
sonable to establish a time-in-grade 
factor, so that a master sergeant 
would be eligible for E-8 after five 
years in grade, regardless of total 
service time. This would elimin- 


ate the injustice which otherwise 
would be worked upon a man who, 
say, attains the rank of master ser- 
geant in five or six years in the 
service, and then has to wait fully 
nine years to be promoted to the 
grade of E-8 for which his superior 
ability qualifies him. 

We would also like to go on re- 
cord as favoring a change in the 


present retirement plan so as to al- 
low retirement at the completion 
of 15 years’ service, with a pension 
in the amount of 35 percent of high- 
est base pay. This would be an op- 
tional provision and would allow 
those who desire to do so to leave 


active duty at an earlier age and 
go into a civilian occupation with 
a pension that would help make up 
the difference between their actual 
civilian salary and the salary they 
would be receiving had they started 


in the civilian occupation at a 
younger age.

Even now, some captains have 
nealy eight years in grade, with 
the prospect of having to wait 10 
or 11 years, even if lucky. The 
only hope of promotion is for the 
retirement of the senior groups, 
or else hope for a big war. 

That large age group known as 
the “hump” is just an aftermath 
of the great war, like the national 
debt, the rows of crosses, and the 
mothballed ships and equipment, 
and none of them asked to be one 
of these statistics. So, can’t we 
stop some of the quibbling and 
allow for an honorable “putting 
out to pasture?” And with pay, 
as has been the promise for the 
past 14 years?

— Enlisted men 
in explosive ordnance dispesal work 

(MOS 413) will receive new MOS 

skill ratings under an. -evaluation 

and reclassification program or- 
dered this week in DA Circular 

611-13. 

Noteworthy is paragraph 7 of the 
circular which says: 

“Noncommissioned officers who 
are reclassified to a specialist skill 
level will retain their NCO status; 
however, every effort will be made 
to qualify them in the appropriate 

NCO skill level. Those who do not 

qualify for award of the NCO skill 

level after a reasonable period of 
on-the-job training will be reclassi- 
fied ,under the previsions of AR 

611-203.” 


Two new skill levels have been 
added to MOS 413. They are 413.3 
and 413.7.

TO QUALIFY for one of these, 
men with MOS 413.2 or 413.6 must 
go through the: Special Weapons 
Disposal Course, 9-D-413-2. Indi- 
viduals must™be cleared for “Top 
Secret” for the course.
